The crossing of the Zand river ar>- 


pears to have been effected sooner 
than the moat sanguine expected, and 
this morning Lord Roberts' temnorary 
headquarters wera established in a 
cable cart "on the north bank of the 
river. 


Though the opposition the federals 


are offering shows that yesterday's re- 
ports of the abandonment of their po- 
sition were, ill founded, i^ord Roberts' 
advance force consisting of 10.000 to 
12,000 mounted men, besides infantry,

About 8000 horsemen were probably 


engaged in the advance. General Hut-

General French's force, hM a sharp 
fight. This was on Monday, when he 
reached the river and saw the Boer con- 
voys on the other side and pressed for- 
ward, intending to crow? and capture 
them. The Boers, however, opened flre, 
forded the river above and below, 
seemingly in thousands, and sought to 
envelop the British. General Hutton 
fell back several miles, the Boers fol- 
lowing until other British cavalry rein- 
forced Hutton. During the night the 
Boers retreated, not further contesting 
the crossing.

burr presided rt the grand habitation 
of the Primrose league yesterday after- 
noon. 
Lord Salisbury commented on 


the remarkable change which had taken 
place 1n the latter half of the century in 
the views of the people regarding the 
empire. 
They formerly repelled It. he 


•aid, as a burden; and that doctrine was 
carried to such extremes by Gladstone 
that it produced a strong reaction which 
started after the disaster of MajubaHill 
and the death of General Gordon. The 
death of Gordon had been avenged. 


Perhaps, he said, it was too soon to 


•ay the great humiliation of Majuba had 
been effaced, or that th* great wrong 
had been righted. But they felt they 
were on the road to accomplish that end 
Vnder the brilliant guidance of Lord 
Robert!, 200,000 soldiers were now en- 
taged in reducing to obediency to th« 
queen those territories which ought 
Beyer to have been released, and to re- 
•toring to South Africa the only ohanct 
it had of peace, develepment and tran- 
qulllty. 
The premier next referred to the diffi- 


cult and intricate Irish problem, and 
•aid: "Mr. Gladstone attached himself 
to the Idea of the separation of England 
and Ireland. There has been a long j 
struggle, but no one can say the home [ 


, rule cause presents any element* of san- 


guine anticipation for the future. Apart 
from the fate of former struggles, I am 
•till assured that there is no hope of the 
predominant partner ever consenting to 
<Tlve Ireland practical independence 
We have learned something from th« 
South African war; how a disloyal gov- 
ernment, in spite of warnings, could ac- 
cumulate armaments against the most 
.powerful combatant, and thus secure a 
.terrible advantage. "We now know bet- 
ter than we did 10 yean ago what a risk 
It would be if we gave a disloyal gov- 
ernment in Ireland the power of accum- 
ulating forces against this country. Mr. 
"Gladstone shattered his own party so 
that for the moment they are erased 
.and a powerless factor in English poli- 
tics. But it must not be imagined thai 
the effacement is likely to be perma- 
nent." 
"Hereafter external affaire will oc- 


cupy a considerably larger place among 
the problems we hare to solve. 
Not 


necessarily because in themselves they 
are more important. 
But, if we look 


around, we can. sea, the elements and 
causes of menace and peril slowly ac- 
cumulating and they may accumulate 


- to such a point as to require our earnest 


ant1 most active efforts to repel them. 


"I am nervous at using language of 


such kind, lest It should be thought I am 
Indicating that something is known to 
the foreign office, by pointing out this 
possible danger. 
But I have no idea 


of that kind. 
The state of affairs as I 


know it, and so far as the government 
ia concerned, is peaceful. It is impos- 
sible to speak too highly of the careful, 
calm neutrality which has been observed 
by all the governments of the world. 


., 
"A certain section of their subjects 


has at the present moment a great pre- 
judice against this country. 
That 


root of bitterness against Engand, which 
I am unabe to explain, may be mere ca- 
price to satisfy the exigencies ol 
. Journalists, or it may indicate a deep- 
seated feeling, which, later, we may 
have to- reckon with. 
There can be no 


security nor confidence in the feeling 
or sympathy of other nations, except 
through the efficiency of our own de- 
fense, and the strength of our own right 
arm. 
Everywhere the power of de- 


fense is increasing, and who knows but 
all these things may be united In one 
great wave to dash upon our shores?"

Made a Fine Appearance. 


Boston, May 10.—Owing to the early 


adjournment of the national convention 
of the Ancient Order at Hibernians in 
order that its members might review or 
participate in the big parade but little 
actual business was transacted yester- 
day.

originally scheduled to start at 1 o'clock 
p. m., the long line was not set in motion 
until 3. Onlookers loudly cheered th* 
12,000 or 15,000 wearers of the green in 
their more than three hours' -march. 
The men mad* an unusually creditable 
appearance, their excellent marching 
and soldierly bearing being commented 
upon by many military men as well ai 
by non-professionals. 


Pawtueket, n. 1, May !».-What 


transpired in front of the Lorralna 
mills last night gave every Indication of 
a riot for (the city officials to look after, 
and while stones and other missiles were 
freely thrown; during a period of about 
30 minute*, the anfair terminated with- 
out any serious injury being inflicted on 
anyone. • The trouble was precipitated 
by an attempt of the pickets to talk with 
the Italian weavers as they came out 
of the mill, in an endeavor to Induce them 
to remain away from the mill, and not 
resume operations in the places made va- 
cant by the striking weavers about tour 
weeks ago. 


The pickets were unable to obtain any 


reply from the Italians, and after spirited 
argumants on the part of the pickets had 
failed to bring about the desired re- 
sult, a large number of men, women and 
children commenced to throw stones, 
sticks and mud at the Italians as they 
were about to leave ia the barge for their 
home in Providence. 


Deputy Sheriff Blaochard, who la em* 


ployed by the mill management to pre- 
serve order about the preml8<M, waa so 
roughly handled that he drew his re- 
volver to protect himself .from assault 
The barge then started slowly toward 
Providence, but it was again held up as 
Superintendent Blade of the Lorraine 
mills made his appearance, . Everything 
that could be found on the-ground was 
thrown at him by the crowd;' Mr. Blade 
finally made his escape under guard of 
an officer, and Sheriff Blanchard quelled 
the disturbance sufficiently to enable 
the load of Italians to proceed' to Prov- 
idence. 
' 
At a meeting of the striking weavers, a 


vote was passed condemning the action 
of thosi> who took part in the assault 
early in the evening. It was also de- 
clared that th« strikers were not re- 
sponsible for the affair In any way, but 
that the pickets had made an attempt 
in an honorable way to Induce the Ital- 
ians to leave the mill, and that the dis- 
turbance that followed was carried on 
by those not directly interested in the 
strike. The striking weavers voted to 
Invoke the police to look after the Ital- 
ians, as it la claimed they all carry weap- 
ons.At a meeting of the board of aldermen 
last night Superintendent McCall of the 
Lorraine Manufacturing company asked 
for better police protection at the mill, 
where it was discontinued by order of 
the mayor shortly after the strike began. 
By order of the Lorraine company the 
sheriff served about 20 writs of ejectment 
on families of strikers who occupy 
houses owned by the company*

It is viewed In connection with the icl- 
ative conditions of the northern and 
southern cotton Industry that the work 
of Peter Oulman and the textile work- 
ers' union appears in its true light. We 
here quote from the address of Presi- 
dent Thompson of the Cotton Manu- 
facturers' association: 


"It is a matter ofr general knowledge 


that preparations and work are now in 
hand which will add during another 
year nearly 2,000,000 of spindles to 
southern production, while in the north 
but little is being done other than in 
the increase of product which will re- 
sult from renewals 
of machinery. 


Thene is a. fear on the part of some 
persons that the present policy of non- 
extension may be continued for an in- 
definite time. If the present movements 
upon 
both 
sides 
are 
long 


continued, 
then 
both 
the 
con- 


ditions and results are for a time as 
effective as if the claims of many 
southern interests as to ultimate con- 
trol were really true. This judgment 
Is, I believe, In error. The natural ad- 
vantage possessed by southern over 
northern mills is by no means a men- 
acing or a seriously disturbing factor, 
as it does not exceed 4 per cent. The 
total difference, upon the basis of equal 
conditions of plant, will vary from 15 
to even 20 per cent. Now it must be ap- 
parent that if the natural advantage 
does not exceed 4 per cent, then all 
other differences must be abnormal. 
They are due to the leas cost of labor, 
and the larger number of hours of run- 
sing time. This condition cannot long 
endure and will gradually disappear 
with the exhaustion of labor, improv- 
ing conditions of operatives and re- 
duction of running time." 


The improving conditions of opera- 


tives and the reduction of running 
time will not be accomplished facts 
until labor becomes as well organized 
and a* Insistent upon favorable legis- 
lation as it Is in the north. 


It might be called to the attention of 


President Thompson, whose home is in 
Providence, that his state of Rhode 
Island is gaining about as much from 
the higher conditions of Massachusetts 
as Georgia can gain from Rhode Is- 
land. Rhode Island is not a progressive 
commonwealth particularly in the cot- 
ton Industry. 


AHTI-TRCaT 


Tne Washington correspondent of the 


Springfield Republican had bis normal 
ear hung out when he was listening to 
the talk at the capitol relative to leg- 
islation for the control of trusts. He 
Writes these very sensible conclusions: 


"The determination of the republican 


leaders to bring the present session of 
congress to an early end is likely to 
prevent any legislation against the 
trusts. The feeling is growing among 
the more conservative leaders that it 
in not necessary to take radical action 
on the subject, in order to meet the 
demands of demagogs. There is a strong 
appreciation of the fact that the regu- 
lation of trusts ought to be carefully 
studied, and that some 
measures 


atoould be taken at the proper time to 
prevent their undue Interference with 
iegtwatiuu, iti thfe states or in congress 
End the creation of genuine monopo- 
lies. It is felt, however, that any action 
which undertook to crush out large 
koslness enterprises would omy have 
the effect of driving capital and entcr- 
yftt, from the United 'States and 
irlppllng American power in foreign 
wmpetitlon, without any substantial 
ttfeefi to the country. The republican 
eaters Mfeve that they can afford to 
' weoeed with deliberation and justice 
• tk* matter, rather than pass seme 


Impraetioable or reckless measure to 
appease the fMlowera of Mr. Bryan, 
who are not likely to be attracted to 
the republican ticket by such a policy. 
It will not be surprising 1C the action of 
the house is limited to the passage of 
the constitutional amendment, already 
decided upon by a republican sub-com- 
mittee of the committee on Judiciary. 
This amendment is drawn so as not to 
give congress control over ordinary 
corporations, but grants power to de- 
fine, regulate and control monopolies 
or combinations and authorizes the 
several states to continue to exercise 
such power in any manner not In con- 
flict with the laws of the United States. 
It Is felt by members of the committee 
that tho adoption of this amendment 
by the requisite number of states 
would ctoar the ground for future ac- 
tion, and remove legal obstacles In the 
path 
of 
any 
effort 
by 


congress under the 
present 
con- 


ditions to assume control of manufac- 
turing corporations, or to establish 
publicity in corporation reports." 


The matter of public control of great 


corporations is something that cannot 
be accomplished as speedily as the peo- 
ple would like nor as speedily as the 
circumstances actually demand Busi- 
ness changes and development adjust 
themselves to new conditions much 
more readily than does the law-making 
power of the land. This is proven con- 
clusively by the growth of "trusta" 
and the slowness 'with which useful 
corrective legislation, has been placed 
on the statute books. Lots of law- 
making to control trusts has been at- 
tempted, but in almost every Instance 
the corporations were able, to com- 
pletely nulhfy the provisions of the 
measures by claiming constitutional or 
other right. If a comprehensive con- 
stitutional 
amendment 
should 
t>e 


adopted it would give congress and the 
states proper control of the problem 
This would be beginning at the bottom 
and building up. To build any other 
way, In an attempt to hem In trusts, 
would be building on uncertain foun- 
dations-

Veldt— ¥he Roads Are 
Bleaekl** Bones. 
My first experience of • convoy to 


tb« present war was gleaned a short 
time ago, when we left Modeler river 
for Paardeberg, where General Oronje 
was on the point of surrendering, says 
the Bloemfonte.n correspondent of the 
London Telegraph. We mustered up- 
ward of 60 great, lumbering wagons, 
each carrying about 7,000 pounds 
weight of goods and drawn by 30 or 
more oxen. The goods consisted of 
coarse biscuits, of which a soldier 
full rations Is allowed one pound per 
day; potted beef, of which he may take 
one pound in default of fresh meat; 
tea, coffee, rum, lime juice, preserved 
vegetables and medical stores. A large 
quantity of "Maconoehie'e rations," a 
sort of preserved meat and vegetables, 
which can be either stewed, boilaC or 
bakerf according to the soldier's fancy, 
and which most of the men esteem* a 
delicacy when on active service, ./as 
also carried. We commenced the jour- 
ney at dusk on account of the oxen, 
who speedily become fatigued by day, 
and we were escorted by several strong 
companies. After leaving Modder camp 
we crossed the river by means ot the 
excellent pontoon bridge erected -7 the 
Royal engineers, and on reaching the 
other side we had to ascend a steep hill 
Uttered by bowlders. The Kaffir driv- 
ers are provided with huge bamboos, 
12 feet lo ag, to which a great thong is 
attached, and the crack of this formi- 
dable whip sounds exactly like the re- 
port of a pistol. It was to the accom- 
paniment of a regular fusillade and 
much swearing, which was fortunately 
in a native dialect, that we made the 
ascent, the first pair of oxen attached 
to each of the wagons being led through 
the devious path by a barefooted Kaf- 
fir. 
* 


As soon as we emerged on to the 


plain the procession was reformed, va- 
rious sections of wagons being In 
charge of a mounted conductor— al- 
ways a white man— who receives from 
the government a handsome salary for 
services which our soldiers are not 
educated to perform. He must ride up 
and down the caravan, giving orders 
In the KafBr or Dutch language to his 
subordinates, and generally keeping 
the black men and their oxen thor- 
oughly up to the work. The officials In 
charge of the entire business are mem- 
bers of the army service corps, and 
most efficiently have they performed 
their work In the present campaign so 
far as the advance upon Bloemfgntein 
Is concerned. 
Doubtless they have 


not been remiss in other quarters, but 
I speak only of the work of which I 
have myself been a witness. 
I am 


aware that on several occasions Lord 
Roberts' men were short of food before 
they set foot in the capital of th^t 
Orange Free State, but this defect was 
due to the capture of a British convoy 
at RIet river, when no fewer than 200 
wagons, containing rations for five 
days for 40,000 men, became the tem- 
porary loot of the Boers. I say "tem- 
porary" advisedly, because since reach- 
ing the city I find that we have recov- 
ered a very large proportion of these 
valuable supplies, also the books and 
ledgers which had been lost. 


It was a picturesque spectacle to 


watch our caravan threading its way 
over the plain which extends from 
Modder river in the direction of Ja- 
cobsdal, some miles beyond which our 
troops were for the moment stationed. 
The sun was setting amid a profusion 
of richest color, gold and crimson, such 
as one seldom sees in other climes. 
Later on, when night came and the 
cattle were tolling painfully along over 
rough ground, there were much thunder 
and sheet lightning, but, fortunately, 
no rain. 


After the heat of the day the air 


struck one as delightfully cool, albeit 
the temperature was probably as high 
as that experienced In England during 
average summer weather. Every now 
and then we were compelled to pause 
owing to some accident to wagon or 
ox, and neither was of Infrequent oc- 
currence during this particular jour- 
ney. In the former case the damage 
was promptly made good, and in the 
latter the animal was outspamied and 
left to die on the route. So far as 
horses, mules and oxen are concerned 
the entire way between Modder river 
and Bloemfonteln has proved a verita- 
ble Calvary. 


In some countries natives direct their 


course across the desert by following 
the bleached bones of man and beast 
which mark the route, but in the pres- 
ent case there will be no landmarks of 
that description to assist the traveler. 
Truth to tell, the stench of the rotting 
cattle on either side has become so 
appalling durinp our hot autumn and 
the spectacle of birds of prey feasting 
npon the remains so revolting that 
Kaffirs have been engaged for the pur- 
pose of burying the unfortunate ani- 
mals. During four hours we plodded 
painfully along, with nothing to en- 
liven the journey beyond thunder and 
lightning, the flash of military search- 
lights proceeding from Klmberley and 
Mcdder, the cracking of the great 
whips, and the straining of the huge 
wagons. It was astonishing to note 
the case and placidity with which 
Tommy Atkins had adapted himself to 
this novel state of travel. There be 
Rat by the side of the dusky river, shirt 
sleeves turned up, a pipe In his mouth 
and a look of positive satisfaction 
upon his sunburned face.

REOPENING A 
RAILROAD 


Chatham and Lebanon Valley Into 


Bennington Within Few Weeks 


The Chatham and Lebanon Valley 


railroad company has a force of men 
at work on the 12-mile stria of the 
road between Petersburg!! Junction 
and Bennington. As> the rails had been 
renwryed for several years at nearly 
all the highway crossings, and on ac- 
count of heavy lanslides, no construc- 
tion train has been run over any Dart 
of the strip, it is the Intention of 
President Roberts to open the line as 
soon aa possible, and for this reason 
only six new ties to the rail will be 
laid at present, and the old ones, 
many of which are in tolerable condi- 
tion, will be made to do duty for some 
months to dome. Besides, it Is diffi- 
cult to secure large numbers of new 
ties. The company has advertised ex- 
tensively in Bennington and vicinity 
for chestnut or white oak ties, for 
which 40 cents apiece are offered. 


It Is thought that regular trains will 


be run into Bennington within the next 
four w five weeks, provided no draw- 
backs occur.^ Bennington people are 
much pleased at the prospect of the 
speedy re-opening of the road, aa it 
gives the village another outlet to the 
Fitchburg railroad at Petersburg, and 
adda a competing line for freight to 
New York by way of th« Harlem rail- 
road at Chatham. 


With the entire line re-onened from 


Bennington to Chatham, a distance of 
58 miles, the passenger traffic will be 
large, as the new company haa eood 
cars, a fair track, which. Is likely to 
be much Improved, and a speed is 
made equal to that on moat railroads. 


There is talk In several of the towns 


along the line of having a big excur- 
sion to Bennington, from which direct 
raHroad communication has been de- 
nied for several years, as soon as the 
railroad gets In proper condition to 
handle a crowd. It is not known what 
provision the company haa made for 
terminal facilities at Bennintfon. The 
old Lebanon Springs railroad used the 
freight yard and station of the Ben- 
nington and Rutland railroad, and it Is 
probable that the new company will 
make similar arrangements.

Abraham Panans, better known as 


"Abe Hunter." died yesterday after- 
noon at the Willlamstown poor farm, 
where he has lived with bis wife for the 
last few years. He had been ill some 
time, and his death was expected at 
almost any time. 
A very interesting 
and 
important 


autopsy was performed this morning 
upon the body by Dr. J.. B. Hull of 
Wllliamstown, assisted by Drs. F. W. 
Fuller of Williamstown and Bushnell 
and M. M. Brown of this city. The ob- 
ect of the autopsy wa» to determine 
the cause of death, upon which Dr. 
Hull, the attending physician, was not 
able to satisfy himself. The autopsy 
which occupied the entire forenoon 
was performed 
in the • undertaking 


rooms of George M. Hopkins. 


Chief interest was in the skull of the 


old rr.u '" head, but because of claims 
which may be made on the body later 
the physicians did not make a very 
thorough examination. The skull was 
opened, however, to learn if there was 
any disease of the skull which might 
have resulted from his bunting. On 
opening the head it was discovered 
that a small tumor had formed and 
was growing at the base of the skull. 
That tumor was not the cause of his 
death, was the opinion of the doctors, 
but they believed that It possibly orig- 
inated, from a blow\ which he had re- 
ceived in his bunting, days. 


The whole skull was very thiffk, it 


being about once and a half as thick 
as that of an ordinary skull. The skull 
at the point Of the head where there 
was. a slight elevation, was found to 
be about three-fourths of an inch in 
thickness. 
Two- other tumors were 


found, one in the left kidney and one 
in the duodenum, but the physicians 
believe that they were not the cause of 
his death, but believed that he died 
from old age. 


The funeral was held from the Meth- 


odist church this afternoon, Rev E. C. 
Farwell officiating. He will be buried 
in East Lawn cemetery. 


"Uncle Abe," as he was commonly 


called, was one of the oldest if not 
the oldest 
man in 
Williamstown. 


There IB much question regarding the 
date and glace of his birth, but it is 
believed that he waff born in New 
York state and that he was in the 
neighborhood of 90 years of age. Hia 
stories regarding his age and his boy- 
hood days have done-much to make j 
him famous, as he has-for many years 
claimed to be the oldest man in the 
world.- He also claimed that he was 
born a slave. 
" "-•' 
* 


When queattoned in regard to his 


age he would -invariably reply, that, 
according to his old •• master's books, 
he was 107 years old. It is generally 
believed, however, that he was not 
much over 90 years old. His state1- 
menta in regard to being a slave may 
be true, as it is possible* be was among 
the many slaves wh». fled frota New 
York state in the time of .slavery there. 


In regard to his age, 107 years was 


the figure officially reported to the un- 
dertaker, and as 107 years old at the 
time of his death Abe will hereafter 
be recorded. 


He came to Williamstown" about 


1850, and has since made his home 
there. Soon after his arrival he met 
"Elsie," and they wel% married. He 
occupied a little -one 'story .tumble- 
down hut in White Oaks near where 
the church now stands, where he rais- 
ed a large fami'.y <tf- children, most o* 
whom are now living. 


Of late years he has lived at the 


town farm; where his chief delight has 
been the telling-of stories of his ebc- 
perlences to those who called to see 
him. He told thrilling stories of his 
being sold at public auction when a 
slave. The facts, however, regarding 
his boyhood days are unknown, as the 
exact date of his arrival in this re- 
gion has passed from the memory of 
the oddest' residents of Williamstown. 
Some of the older residents who have 
known Uncle Abe for many years, 
claim that as far .back as they can re- 
in ebmer they have known of Abe Bunt- 
er, and that he has seemingly grown no 
older in the past 20 years, except that 
he was somewhat bent in form. 


It was not long ago that he was 


seen on Spring street and when asked 
how he was getting" along, he replied 
that he was not feeling well, as he 
was suffering from rheumatism, but 
when asked if his dancing days were 
over, he replied that -if someone would 
whistle a lively Jig for him he would 
soon show them tluit he could be as 
spry as a young man. One of the by- 
standers volunteered to whistle and 
Uncle Abe dropped his cane and ap- 
parently forgetful of his rheumatism 
surprised the spectators by giving 
them an exhibition of fancy clog danc- 
ing. 


He derived his name of Abe Bunter 


from a peculiar bunch on hie head 
which he called his1 horn, and with 
which he was able to split a two inch 
plank, or in' fact nearly anything plac- 
ed before him. 


There ware several doctors who were 


interested in Uncle Abe's head, and it 
is common report that.he h-d sold his 
body to 
servenral 
different doctors. 


Whenever Abe got short of cash, he 
sold his body, and there is now a ques- 
tion as to who is the rightful owner 
of his bead. It is said that a Dr. 
Dickinson! purchased his head several 
years ago, raying $400 In advance. Dr. 
J. B. Olds of Wllllamstown also claims 
to have a claim on his • head. Manv 
storiefl are told In connection with his 
bunting1, trnd among the most inter- 
eating is the story which is told of his 
bunting and breaking a grindstone. 
The stone is said to have been placed 
in a bag and Abe was told that the baa 
contained a cheese which he might 
have If he could break it with his 
head. This he attempted to do, but 
falling in the first attempt he was 
obliged to try again and It was not 
until he had struck it the third time 
that the stone broke. 


It was not an uncommon thing for 


him to go into a saloon and allow peo- 
ple to break beer bottles, which were 
of earthen ware in those days, on his 
head for a Mas* of beer. A story is al- 
so told of his going to afire and finding 
that theve was no way of breaking1 in 
the door h« struck it with hi* bead and 
the door WM smashed from its hinges- 
He was always found ready and will- 
Ing to give an exhibition IF bunting 
for » small fee, as he itemed to take 
great d*Hght in exhlWilng the wonder- 
ful irtrenffth of his head. 


One of Uncle Abe's greatest delights

He usually drove a horse which looked 
as though it and food had long been 
strangers, and the wagon in which he 
rode caused many people to wonder j 
what kept It together. The harness ! 
was of the same style. It was a nleas- 
Ing sight to see Uncle Abe and his 
wife set forth on these occasions, as 
their faces would plainly show that 
they were thoroughly enjoying .them- 
selves, and thai they were as happy as 
children.' For months after a circus 
he could talk of nothing else but the 
wonderful sights which he had seen.

time before . his 


death, and when he was confined to his 
bed, he said to Dr. Hull, who was at- 
tending him: "Doctor, if you can pull 
me through so that I can go to the cir- 
cus that's'coming .to North Adams 
soon, I'll ask no more, but I do want 
to go to just one more circus before I 
die." 


Commencement at Williams was an- 


other occasion whan Uncle Abe would 
be found on the streets, dressed in his 
Sunday clothes, and welcoming the 
Williams alumni, who had known him 
while they were in college. His popu- 
larity with the college men had made 
him well known all over the United 
States' 


His wife is also a character who al- 


ways attracts attention, as she is a 
woman of no small proportions and her 
style of dressing is very peculiar. She 
has much Indian blood and with Abe, 
she was a striking figure. They were 
a very devoted couple and wherever 
Abe went he would In most cases take 
his wife with him. Uncle Abe was a 
good natured man and always lived 
peacably with his neighbors. He was 
never known to use his head to strike

DISCUSSED BOER RESOLUTIONS 


Matters of Interest in the Legislature 


Yesterday 


In the legislature yesterday tne reso- 


lution relative to the Boers which were 
thoroughly toned down by the commit- 
tee on federal relations, and for which 
a mild but expressive amendment 
praising president McKinley is pending 
were postponed to Monday in order to 
accommodate some members interested 
in them. 


The debate on the double doomage bill 


was largely on one side in favor of the 
bill, but the vote was strong enough on 
the other side—39 yeas to 86 nays—to 
make a fair average. A roll-call could 
not be secured. 


Without a word of debate, the house 


ordered to a third reading the bill for 
state supervision of telegraph and tele- 
phone companies. It has another de- 
batable stage. 


Mr. Carey of Haverhlll opposed the 


bill to permit the employment of chil- 
dren under 16 years in factories and 
workshops during hours when the pub- 
lic schools are not in session, declaring 
that it was an Infringement upon labor 
laws and was against the mental and 
physical well-being of tha children. 
Mr. McCartney of Rockland followed in 
the same line. No one spoke for the 
bill, but it was ordered to a third 
reading by 59 to 32. 


The house, by a rishig vote of 70 to 47, 


adopted resolutions favoring an amend- 
ment to the constitution of the United 
States so as to permit of the election of 
United Senators by popular vote in- 
stead of by the state legislatures. 


When the house took up the recon- 


sideration of the rejection of the bill to 
prohibit the use of dark cells, Mr. 
Parker of Boston, moved to lay it on 
the table on account of the absence of 
some members at the convention of the 
Ancient Order of Hibernians. This 
was debated and lost. Mr. Mel ten of 
Worcester then moved to put the mat- 
ter fourth.In today's;orders. This was 
argued hotly for the 10 minutes allow- 
ed, and was carried by a rising vote of 
73 yeas to 35 nays.
